TALKS OF RACES 


Best Solution of Problem Is 
To Stop Talking 
About It. 


Southern negroes not. satisfied with 
their prospevity in the south should emi- 
grate to Iowe@ and the adjoining states, 
said Bishop A. Grant, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., in an address delivered last night 
at Allen Temple A. M. E. church, corner 
Clark and Frasier streets. 

The church was filled with people and 
the bishop, after a discussion of several 
questions of the day, said: 

‘Tl come to what is denominated the 
negro problem. If you were to ask me 
how to solve it I would say to the states- 
men, preachers, lecturers, agitators and 
editors, do not call the negro’s name 
again in twenty-five years. Simply allow 
him to procced in the «ven tenor of his 
way. Encourage the gvod and industrious 
as other faithful workers are encouraged 
in this country and punish the violators of 
law by due process of law as other crimi- 
nals of other countries are punished. Give 
every idle person a day’s work for each 
working day of the year and pay him 
an honest day’s wages for an honest day’s 
work and let this hold good north and 
s0uth, east and west, 

“We are just through holding a confer- 
ence at Washington, Ga., where I saw 
two promineht colored men erecting the 
county court house. They work side by 
side with white men. Perfect satisfac- 
tion appears to be given, This is highly 
gratifying to me when I realize it is 
the home of the distinguished Robert 
Toombs, I am impressed now as never 
hefore to say to the leaders of the race, 
in truth to the Jeaders of all races, in 
our utterances seek to say those things 
which will strengthen the bond of friend- 
ship between the white and colored races 
and use every endeavor to perpetuate the 
peace and welfare of the community 
where we reside as we must live and die 
in the same country.

Doctor Arrested for Holding 
Girl in Slavery 


Cobb Prominent Among Negroes of 
Lowndes County—Bound Over 
by Federal Grand Jury. 
Claims Girl Owes Him 
for Treatment. 


Valdosta, Ga., November 24.—(Special.) 
M. H. Cobb, a well known negro phy- 
sician of this city, was arrested here 
today by United States Deputy Marshal 
R. H. Griffin on a bench warrant issued 
by Judge Emory Speer, charging him 
with the offense of peonage. 

Cobb was indicted by the federal grand 
jury now in session at Savannah. It Its 
alleged that Cobb carried a negro girl 
to the place of McRee Bros., at Kin- 
derlou, near this oity, and, claiming 
to be her lawful guardian, bound her out 
to work for the Messrs. McRee. 

Cobb had treated the girl professionally 
and claimed that she owed him for the 
service. Cobb was also under bond for 
his appearance at the superior court in 
session here this week, charged with 
having caused the death of one of his 
patients, a negro woman in this city, a 
few weeks ago. 

It is claimed that the physician gave 
her the wrong medicine, but it is under- 
stood that the grand jury did not indict 
nim.

Atlanta Has Every Chance of 
Securing the Great 
University. 


Revs. Dr. J. W. Walden and Theron H. 
Rice returned to Atlanta yesterday after 
a visit to the Presbyterian synods 


da, Mississippi, Louisiana and ‘Sennes- 
see. It was at these meetings that all 
of the state synods except that of Ten- 
nessee, elected representatives to attend 
an educational conference to be held in 
Atlanta some time within the next two 
months for the purpose of considering the 
proposition of combining the Southwest- 
ern Presbyterian university, now located 
at Clarkesville, Tenn., and the Columbia 
Theological semfhary, now located at Co- 
lumbia, 8. C., into a great university for 
the entire south, to be located at At- 


lanta, 

Rev. Dr. Rice, who hag just returned 
from the meeting of the synod of Louis- 
jana, at New Orleans, said in speaking 
of the matter: 

“I don’t know that I can add very much 
to what has already been prinied in The 
Constitution, for it has covered the facts 
In the case correctly. Of course, we fee: 
very much elated naturally, for we have 
gained the educational conference, *and 
this is a ntfust impertant step in the direc- 
tion of a realization of our hopes, we 
think, 

“Of course, I cannot state anything 
definitely as to the outcome, but the ma- 
jority ol those appointed to this confer- 
ence seem to be in favor of the. consoli- 
dation, and I think that whatever action 
is taken by the delegates to this educa- 
tional conference will be practically final. 
While they, the delegates, must return 
und report to their synods, it is more than 
likely that their decision will be acted 
on, fo1 they have been appointed for just 
that purpose. We are still clinging to our 
vriginal plan Of making the institution 
Which we hope to locate in Atlanta a 
million-dollar affair and at present the 
prospects seem very bright.’'

Mr. Stephens and the “Goat Wagon.”’ 
Editor Constitution: By no means do I 
wish to challenge, as a general thing, the 
accuracy of a man’s memory, especially 
that of an old man, for if there is any- 
thing we old antiquated septigenarions, 
merging fast into octegenarians, delight in 
it is that we can recall accurately what 
happened when we were boys. But in 
matters of history, corrections should be 
made when statements vary from facts 

There is my life-long friend, C. W. 
Hunnicutt, of this place, who probably 
knows more than any living man of the 
first history of Atlanta, and can relate 
with accuracy, as to dates and facts, 
many things now passing away with the 
memory of the oldest inhabitant. He wag 
here before Atlanta was an entity, and 
has been here all the while. 

He begs to state that with all due defer- 
ence to Mr. Clerk's statement in Sunday's 
Constitution, quoting old Mr. McDonald, 
that he never was a “county official,”’ as 
stated by Mr. McDonald. Especially in 
1848. That at that time there was no 
Fulton county, and that John J. Flowers 
was the sheriff of DeKalb county, of 
which Fulton county was a part at that 
time. That he was intimately acquainted 
with Mr. Stephens. Having made his ac- 
quaintance during the year 1844 at 
Marietta. First rode with him 
from that place out 2 miles to a fine 
spring, where there was a “Clay and 
Frelinghysen”’ barbecue. They rode on a 
dirt car. He remembers the thinness of 
his appearance—had a neck about as big 
as your arm. Saw him often after that 
when in Atlanta. Heard him make two 
or three dozen speeches. Once, before the 
war, rode with him with a lot of. dis- 
tinguished men, among them Messrs. 
Toombs, Berrien and other congressmen, 
part of them on a steamboat. He is cer- 
tain that from 1844 to the time he was 
crippled by his gate falling on him in 
1870, that he was not in the habit of 
riding in a “goat wagon,” as Mr. Mc- 
Donald thinks he saw him in 1848, 

I beg to supplement Mr. Hunnicutt’s 
statement by saying that I can remem- 
ber Mr. Stephens as far back as the time 
when he taught school in Madison, in 
1832. Was with him often at the “hust- 
ings’ in the court room, and I may safely 
state that I have visited his home, ‘‘Lib- 
erty Hall,” at least fifty times. 

1 never saw nor heard of the “goat 
wagon” until I read it in yesterday's 
Constitution. I make this statement re- 
luctantly, for, being an old man myself, 
and that “‘a fellow-feeling makes us won- 
drous kind,’ I know how it hurts to have 
incidents chal- 
lenged. Notwithstanding, the report about 
the “goat wagon” is a myth, and should 
be corrected.

IN COMMITTEE 
But Opponents Say the F ight 
Will Be Carried to 
Senate, 


Washington, November 24.—Two ses- 
sions were held today by a subcommittee 
of the senate committee on military af- 
fairs which is investigating the charges 
against General Leonard A.-Wood, nom- 
inated by the president to be major gen- 
eral. An adjournment was taken until 
Friday at 1! o'clock, when Major J. E. 
Runcie will be the first witness. Briga- 
dier General Tasker H. Bliss was heard 
for an hour today on one of the charges 
preferred by Mr. Rathborie, 

It was stated at the close of the last 
session that probably more than two 
weeks would be occupied in hearing the 
witnesses the committee clready has de- 
termined to summon. Then, if as gen- 
erally believed, a committee is named to 
go to Cuba, an adjournment will be taken 
until some time next March, which is 
considered the best time to visit the 
island. 

Opponents to the confirmation of Gen- 
eral Wood openly express the opinion that 
the military affairs committee wi.l report 
ithe nomination favorably to the senate, 
but declare that when this course is 
taken some charges will be presented to 
the senate which the committee has ex- 
cluded from the testimony. From the at- 
titude of senators opposed to the con- 
firmation of General Wood, it is certain 
that a demand will be made for the ap- 
pointment of a subcommittee to go to 
Cuba to inquire personally into several 
of the charges. Major Rathbone today re- 
fterated his determination to go to Cuba 
at the same time for the purpose of point- 
ing out sources of information which 
form the basis of many of his charges.
